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MESSAGE  FROM  THE  CHAIRMAN: 

In  Fiscal  Year  1993,  there  were  in  excess  of  $34,600,000  of  environmental,  safety, 
improvement  and  maintenance  projects  in  progress  at  23  of  the  44  public  use 
airports  certificated  by  the  Commission.  These  projects  were  made  possible  by  the 
Commission  granting  nearly  $7,500,000  in  state  funds  to  those  airports  so  they 
could  avail  themselves  of  more  than  $23,000,000  of  funds  from  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration.  In  addition  to  producing  aeronautical  benefits,  these  projects  have 
contributed  significantly  to  the  economic  recovery  of  the  Commonwealth. 

In  response  to  issues  raised  during  the  public  participation  phase  of  last  year's 
Second  Major  Airport  study,  we  commissioned  the  preparation  of  the  Strategic 
Assessment  Report  (SAR)  to  ascertain  the  long-term  needs  for  intercity  high-speed 
transport  demand  and  to  determine  an  appropriate  role  for  the  aviation  system  in 
the  Commonwealth  in  the  context  of  assessing  its  ability  and  the  ability  of 
alternative  technologies  to  meet  that  demand.  The  SAR  will  serve  as  valuable 
guidance  to  policy  makers  as  they  forge  a  comprehensive  transportation  policy. 

We  also  initiated  significant  environmental  projects  such  as  the  preparation  of  the 
Generic  Environmental  Impact  Report  on  Tree  Clearing  in  Wetlands  and  the 
preparation  of  a  generic  Storm  Water  Pollution  Prevention  Plan  Manual. 

We  are  eager  to  address  the  challenges  of  the  future  and  we  look  forward  to  making 
further  contributions  to  the  Commonwealth's  aviation  system  and  economic  growth. 
Two  critical  elements  of  our  ability  to  succeed  are  the  continued  availability  of  state 
funds  needed  to  secure  federal  funding  participation  and  continued  support  and 
mutual  assistance  from  municipalities,  local  and  state  elected  officials  and  the 
Federal  Aviation  Administration.

AIRPORT  IMPROVEMENT  PROGRAM  (AIP^ 

The  AIP  is  the  federal  funding  mechanism  for  airport  capital  improvement 
projects  which  are  consistent  with  the  MASP.  The  Aeronautics 
Commission's  role  in  the  AIP  process  is  to: 

♦  approve  design,  engineering  and  construction  of  aeronautics  related

♦  allocate  State  funds  to  host  communities  to  enhance  their  capability  to 
qualify  for  Federal  participation  in  up  to  90%  of  eligible  project 
expenses  and  to  encourage  their  efforts  to  modernize  and  improve 
public  use  airports 

♦  administer  disbursement  of  federal  grant  funds  to  airports 

AIRPORT  SAFETY  AND  MAINTENANCE  PROGRAM  (ASMP^ 

This  program  is  the  State  funding  mechanism  for  airport  capital  improvement 
projects  which  are  consistent  with  the  MASP.  The  Aeronautics  Commission: 

♦  provides  State  technical  and  financial  assistance  for  capital 
improvement,  major  maintenance  and  airport  safety  projects  which  are 
not  eligible  for  federal  aid. 

♦  funds  projects  such  as  runway/taxiway  pavement  maintenance,  airport 
lighting  system  maintenance,  runway  markings  and  signage  upgrading, 
and  obstruction  clearing. 

♦  conducts  annual  airport  inspections  and  certifies  safe  operating 
conditions.
